March 10, 1964: Naming of the school 


The trustees of the Edmonton Public School on March 19th, 1964, when Mr. William Philip 
Wagner, B.A., M.ED., was about to retire as Superintendent, declared that ‘in recognition 
of his leadership in effectively administering the unprecedrnted expansion of the Edmon- 
ton Public School System during his term of office as Superintendent of School, the Board 
wishes to have this newest high school named W. P. Wagner High School‘. 


From country school teacher in 1916 to retirenent as Superintendent on June 30, 1964, Mr. W. 
W. P. Wagner brought to a close a career in eductiom that was both varied and long; it was 
interrupted only by university studies and service in the two world wars. Throughout this 
period he consistently displayed a deep concern for the welfare of boys and girls of all ages. 


In the final year of his career, he devoted particular attention to fostering the concept of a 


unique school that would adda new dimension to high school education in Alberta. finally, 
in September, 1968, his wish was realized with the opening of W. P. Wagner High School.

December 9, 1964:

‘Official School Opening’’ of W. P. Wagner High School—— 
about 3,000 people attended in spite of sub-zero temperature. Some highlights were—— 


—— an encouraging message from Dr. Rolland Jones, Superintendent. 


—— Greetings from the Government of Canada by Dr. Hu Harries, M.P. for the Edmonton—Strathcona 
constituency, who presented the school with a large flag of canada. 


—— Greetings from the Government of Canada by Honourable R. C. Clarke, Minister of Education, 
who presented to the school a picture of Mount Eisenhower. 


—— Mr. T. D. Baker, Deputy Superintendent, introduced the guest of honor, Mr. W. P. Wagner. 


—— Mr. Wagner treated the large assembly to some delightful reminiscences and expressed great 
pride in the school. 


—— Dr. M. E. Lazerte, trustee who gave the main address, outlined the reasons for building this 
school, and explained its philosophy, objectivies and curriculum. 


—— Mr. Don. L. Sinclair, representing the architectural firm of Sinclair, Skakun and Naito, pre— 
sented to the students a portrait in oil of W. P. Wagner painted by Mr. Gordon Sinclair, 
father of the architect and long time friend of Bill Wagner. 


—— Mr. John Bracco, Chairman of the School Board, performed the most unusual formality ever 
witnessed at official sch6ol openings in the City of Edmonton. Instead of the traditional 
‘tribbon cutting’, he used a blazing oxyacetylene torch to cut a ‘‘golden chain’? stzetch— 
ed across the stage. The dramatic flare of sparks brought bothylatform guests and the vast 

audience to their feet.

Like all vocational areas at W. P. Wagner, Business Education also offers a Year one orientation program. Dur- 
ing the 6 weeks students are introduced to typing, clerical practice, and record keeping. The experience helps 
students and teachers evaluate ability and interest for the Year two and Year three program in Business Ed. 


Year two can be described as the skill building year with typing, record keeping, introduction to clerical prac- 
tice, Forkner shorthand, and merchandising. Graphic arts is a special feature of the Wagner Business Educat- 
ion program and a very popular area with all students. At the conclusion of Year two, with basic skills fairly 
well established, the students proceed to the Year three program. 


Year three is designed to prepare students for either a final year in a grade 12 program in another high school, 
or for office employment. Production typing is stressed in all subject areas, double-entry bookkeeping and 
business accounting practices, machine posting, completion of clerical practice, shorthand 21, merchandising 


20. Photography-lithography is a continuation of year two Graphic Arts program, and once again an area of 
great interest. 


Year three is noted for the practical application of the students’ developing skills. In the business skills 
area, a simulated wholesale sales office provides students with a realistic business office situation. There, 
the students follow through a typical sales office routine. Inter-relation of the various office duties, efficiency 
in organization of time and work space, consequence of errors, are studied in terms of real office employment. 


The SUGAR SHACK is a student operated school store. Under the direction and supervision of Mr. Merchand- 
ising, D. Mclvor, students are introduced to the many procedures practiced in retail merchandising. In addit- 


ion to providing the merchandising classes with a realistic learning experience, the SUGAR SHACK is a pop- 
ular gathering place for the rest of the school population. 


Photography-lithography provides practice in all aspects of news reporting. From the first day of school stud- 
ents begin compiling a complete photo-news history of student activities, school highlights, and special events 
for the school paper and the year book. Students experience photography, film processing, enlarging, lay-out 
planning, rephotographing for lithography reproduction, final run on the offset press, and distribution The year 
book material is finished to the stage where the layout is ready for the process camera,
